Harry N, Scott, social 
security district manager 
in Dothan, said recently 
that if they wait to apply 
for monthly benefits or 
medicare until the month 
they become 65 or later, 
their protection under 
medicare doctor - bill in- 
surance will not begin until 
some months after they are 
6o, 

Mr. Scott explained that 
each person who reaches 
65 on or after January 1, 
1966, has a seven-month 
period during whichhe may 
enroll for the  supple- 
mentary medical insurance 
plan, but the effective date 
of this protection depends 
on the date of his appli- 
cation. This individual en- 
rdilment period begins with 
the third month before he 
is 65 and ends in the third 
month after his 65th birth- 
day. As an example, Mr. 
Scott said, if an applica- 
tion is not filed until the 
month after a person be- 
comes 65, medical in- 
surance coOverage does not 
begin until the first day of 


the second month after he 
applies, 

Mr, Scott urged every- 
one who has a 65 birthday 
approaching, including 
those who continue work- 
ing, to file their applica- 
tions at the social security 
office two or three iS 
before their 65th birthday, }

Board Chairman, S, S, 
McCollough, reports that 
1662 new classifications 
have been determined and 
over 300 men have been 
ordered for Armed Forces 
examination since last 
August when the President 
announced accelerated 
build-up of the nation’s 
armed strength, 

Mr. McCollough says 
that a total of 439 regis- 
trants were deferred as 
students during this period; 
136 were deferred as fat- 
hers or for hardship rea- 
sons; 25 were deferred in 
essential occupations. 
Thrée hundred forty-four 
were classified available 
for military service and 
added to those which were 
already in an available 
status as single men and 
married men without chil- 
dren; 85 have been rejected 
for military service; 80did 
not qualify under current 
standards; 153 registrants 
have enlisted in the Re- 
serve components; 59 have 
enlisted in the regular 
armed forces; 42 have been 
inducted into the Army, 
Navy or Marines. 

He further pointed out 
that these 254 initial en- 
listments and inductions 
for military service do not 
include reenlistments of 
citizens of Coffee County 
during the past eight mon- 
ths. He estimates that ov- 
er 500 registrants of the 
Board are now serving in 
active military service and 
482 are serving in the Re- 
serve components. 
accurate count of Coffee 
Coumty men on active duty 
cannot be determined in- 


asmuch as career military 
men who were in service 
in 1948 were not required to 
re-register under the 1948 
Act and are stillin service. 
Speaking of the Selective 


Service System in general, 


Mr. McCollough stated, the ff

Medical Facilities Attempting To 
Keep Pace With Elba’s Needs 


The Elba Nursing Home 
construction is proceeding 
according to schedule and 
present plans are to hold 
the dedication and open 
house on Sunday, Sep- 
tember 4, according to Hos- 
pital Board Chairman, La- 
mar Rainer, 

This 40 bed facility is 
heralded both as a needed 
medical facility and as an 
industry which will employ 
an additional twenty-five 
or thirty people. 

Rainer also stated that 
the Hospital Board has 
made application with the 
State Health Department to 
construct upto 15 additional 
rooms onto the north wing 
of The Elba General Hos- 
pital, They were advised to 
secure an architect and 
present drawings on the 
proposed addition. Three 
architects presented pro- 
posals and Thomas Bealle, 
who designed the hospital 
and nursing home, was 
commissioned todesign the 
addition. 

The local hospital had an 
average of thirty patients 
every day last week and is 


designed for only twenty- 
eight. The federal govern- 
ment will participate inthe 
construction of only seven 
rooms for Elba at this time 
but the Board hopes to be 
able to add more than that. 
All of the new rooms will 
be private rooms, which 
are in greater demand as 
the economy booms, 

The hospital was in- 
spected by federal and 
state officials recently to 
determine if the hospital 
qualified for Medicare 
funds. Certification has not 
been received, but the ex- 
amination team advised the 
Board members that Elba 
General Hospital is in com- 
pliance in both necessary 
facilities and with the Civil 
Rights Act. Room assign- 
ments are made on the ba-~ 
sis of room cost and medi = 
cal requirements ard are 
not based on race, creed or 
color, Elba Generalhas had 
the full co-operation of its 
patients since opening in 
1963.

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A BITTER campaign has 
ended in Florida, Governor 
Haydon Burns fought for his 
political life but challenger Ro- 
bert King High was nominated 
by the voters Tuesday after a 
bitter Democratic guberna-

a basketball, The question is 
asked ‘Does the U, S, Consti- 
tution permit Congress to tell 
a homeowner that he can’t sell 
his house to whomever he 
likes,’’ Does the Constitution 
allow Congress to guarantee 
that a Negro can buy a house 
wherever he likes, if he can 
raise the money? These ques- 
tions will be debated with gusto 
on Capitol Hill in the coming

The opponents declare that 
a federal fair housing law would 
be unconstitutional, The Demo.

The commerce clause which 
Congress has found exceedingly 
useful over the years, was 
wheeled into the civil rights 
arena two years ago to support 
the public accommodations sec- 
tion of the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act and the Supreme Court 
has since upheld that applica- 
tion, President Johnson and his 
Justice Department lawyers 
claims that the Constitution em- 
powers Congress ‘‘to regulate 
commerce among the several 
States’? and that the housing 
market is deeply involved in 
interstate commerce,

didate for governor went all- 
out for the Negro vote while 
scores of county office-seekers 
stumped for them,

water sweep when Governor

There’ll be an old fa- 
miliar friend missing late 
this summer when cotton 
farmers start to take their 
crop to market, That friend 
(to most farmers) is the 
cotton marketing card 
which the farmer had to 
carry with him and present 
to the buyer so a proper 
record would be made. The 
white card showed that the 
cotton was free of market- 
ing quota penalties--grown 
with-in the farm acreage 
allotment, and the red one 


meant “‘overplanted cot- 
ton,’”’
